The  Avila  College  Action  in  Arts  Fund 
Campaign  has  as  its  General  Chairman  one 
of  the  busiest,  and  most  qualified,  civic 
leaders  of  Kansas  City,  Alfred  J.  Blasco.  Mr. 
Blasco,  born  and  reared  in  Kansas  City, 
brings  to  our  campaign  a combination  of 
talents  and  experience  befitting  such  great 
responsibilities. 

Mr.  Blasco  is  a graduate  of  Kansas  City 
School  of  Accountancy,  and  a Law  and  Fi- 
nance graduate  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Banking.  He  is  presently  serving  as  Senior 
Vice-President  of  I.S.C.  Industries.  He  has 
served  as  President,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Interstate  Securities  Company  of  Kansas 
City,  Missouri.  He  is  Director  and  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  U.S.  Chemical  Corporation,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Red  Bridge  Bank. 

His  busy  schedule  as  a business  executive 
would  indicate  that  he  must  have  no  time  for 
civic  or  social  participation.  Such  a presump- 
tion is  far  from  the  fact.  Mr.  Blasco  is  a 
member  of  the  Kansas  City  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, Rotary  Club,  Kansas  City  Club,  and 
Hillcrest  Country  Club.  He  is  past  president 
of  the  Holy  Name  Society  of  St.  Peter  Church, 
past  president  of  the  Catholic  Community 
Library,  member  of  the  Board  of  St.  Anthony’s 
Home,  past  president  of  the  Serra  Club,  and 


a member  of  the  Fair  Public  Accommodations 
Committee  of  Kansas  City,  past  president 
of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  Vice  President 
of  the  Honorary  Board  of  Governors  of  Baptist 
Memorial  Hospital.  Last  but  not  least,  he  is 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Avila 
College,  the  first  layman  to  hold  this  impor- 
tant position.  He  is,  besides,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Avila  College  Board  of  Councilors. 

Mr.  Blasco  has  been  recognized  as  leader 
by  community,  state,  and  church.  In  1957, 
Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  chose  him  as  Missouri 
Businessman  of  the  Year.  He  was  the  1959 
recipient  of  the  Rockne  Club  of  Notre  Dame 
“Community  Service  Award.”  In  1958  he  was 
named  a Knight  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre.  In 
1964,  he  became  Knight  Commander;  and  in 
May,  1966,  Knight  of  the  Grand  Cross. 

Mr.  Blasco  and  his  wife,  Kathryn,  recently 
moved  to  a new  home  near  Avila  College. 
“We  want  to  be  near  the  college,”  they  said. 
The  Blascos  have  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Charles 
F.  Mehrer  III  (Barbara)  and  Mrs.  Michael 
O’Connor  (Phyllis),  both  of  whom  attended 
Avila.  Grandparents  of  five,  the  Blascos  en- 
joy a home  life  of  great  activity.
